With one week of the special 
sesssion already gone, there’s a 
good chance it w ill fold up al­ 
together by next Saturday and go 
home. 
At least that’s

Senator 
Taft of Ohio, Republican leader j 
in the Senate, says. 


Angered 
by 
the 
Republicans 
week-long coolness to his warn­ 
ings of trouble ahead unless some­ 
thing is done quickly about in­ 
flation, Mr. Truman y e s te r d a y ac­ 
cused Congress of “ blind disre­ 
gard of the dangers that beset our 
path.” 
To that Senator Taft replied 
that Mr. Truman is “ making poli­ 
tical speeches” and a c t u a l l y 
“ doesn’t want to stop inflation.” 
Mr. Truman said a “ business< 
collapse,” a “ depression,” may re­ 
sult if his recommendations aren’t 
followed. 
He said that yesterday in a re­ 
port— based on the findings of his 
economic advisors— which he sent 
to Congress.

you 
Republicans set up some program 
of your own to stop inflation?”

Care In Handling 


Appliances and 
Cords Is Urged 


A warning to the public in the 
use and handling ’ of 
electrical 
cords and 
electrical 
appliances, 
has been issued by 
Fire 
Chief 
George R. Hall. 


His warning says: 


“ Seldom a day goes by but what 
we read in the daily press of some­ 
one being electrocuted or severe­ 
ly burned, simply because of care­ 
lessness, neglect, or the improper 
handling or use of one of man­ 
kinds best servants, electricity. 
"Most times it is a case of not 
knowing, or doing the things which 
should be done to prevent such 
things happening. # 
“ A few things to remember a- 
bout the use and the handling of 
electrical cords and appliances are 
that while working on or repair­ 
ing appliances of this kind, is first. 
that the appliance is disconnected 
from the source of electrical supply 
and that after repairing any ap­ 
pliance, that you are sure that all 
insulation is in good condition be­ 
fore attempting to plug the ap- 
olianee into an outlet. It may have 
a bare wire which would cause a 
short circuit, or which may come 
in contact with the person attempt­ 
ing to use 
the 
appliance, 
and 
hould such be the case, the per­ 
son handling or using the appli­ 
ance may receive a severe shock 
or burn, or even be electrocuted. 
“ People should 
avoid, 
where 
possible to do so, the contact of 
water pipes and in fact anything 
that may carry a ground 
while 
using defective electrical equip­ 
ment. If any apiliiance is believ­ 
ed to be faulty it should be dis­ 
connected at once from the elec­ 
tric circuit to which it is connect­ 
ed, and the proper repairs made 
before attempting to use it again 
“ When appliance cords become 
worn or frayed, have them replac­ 
ed at once by a competent elec­ 
trician, using cords approved by 
the National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters, and be sure the proper 
cord is used to repair the appli­ 
ance. 
“ To play safe, before attempting 
to unplug any electric cord which 
has the appearance of being de­ 
fective, pull the 
main 
electric 
switch first, then you are pretty 
safe.”
